Your Electrolux representative will adjust 
the automatic selector on your new cleaner 
to the setting that best matches your usual 
cleaning needs. You will get the best results 
‘on all cleaning jobs if you adjust the clean- 
ing selector to changing needs. Here is an 
easy-to-follow guide: 


e@ Set selector at coarse (No.s 1 or 2) when 
vacuuming fuzz, animal hair, lint, thread, 
crumbs, larger particies of dirt, gravel, etc. 


e Set selector at medium (No.s 3 or 4) 
when cleaning up ordinary household dirt, 
sand and dust. 


@ Set selector at fine (No.s 5 or 6) when 
cleaning attic or cellar floor,-ashes, soot, 
plaster dust or other fine-particle dirt.

Automatic Shut-Off — The instant enough 
dirt has been picked up to reduce the air 
flow so that further cleaning is inefficient, 
the Electrolux 50th Jubilee Model Deluxe 
Vacuum Cleaner will shut off its motor auto- 
matically, will unlatch the cover automatic- 
ally, and the amber bag light will come on 
and tell you it's time to replace the bag, the 
motor will not start, the bag light will remain 
lit and tell you to ‘‘check bag’”’. 


This automatic operation prevents damage 
to the motor from overheating and prolongs 
its efficient cleaning power by not operating 
after the filter bag is clogged. 


Accessories, How to Assemble 


1. Insert hose into the cleaner until it locks into place. On power hose be sure 
_the word ‘‘top”’ faces up. To detach, depress spring latches. 


2. Assemble two-section aluminum wands. 
3. Slip handle end of flexible hose into the flared end of wand. 


4. To use the combination rug/floor tool, slide swivel connector into slotted side of tool 
until it locks into place. 
NOTE: Remove and reinsert the swivel connector into tool each time you change from 
the rug cleaning to floor cleaning. Be sure the tag reading ‘This Side Up” 
is always visible when in use. 


5. Lock swivel connector into place by pushing it onto the wand as far as it will go. 
Depress spring clip and twist wand to release it. 


6. Combination dusting brush/upholstery tool may be used on hose handle or wand. 
Slip it on and twist slightly. 


7. Reverse tool to clean upholstery or fabrics. You may adjust wings to the contour of 
furniture. To reduce suction when cleaning curtains and light draperies, open suction 
control adjuster onihose handle. 


8. Pull out cord trom automatic cordwinder. Allow cord to retract slightly until it locks, 
then plug into electrical outlet. To release, pull lightly and release like a 
window shade. Cord rewinds automatically.

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Assemble the 2-piece steel wand by inserting upper wand (A) into expanded end of lower 
wand (B). =~ 


- Raise spring latch (C) on lower wand to allow upper wand to enter further. 

» Rotate one wand until the spring snaps into place. 

- Thread female end of cord assembly (D) through sheath (E) as shown. 

- Line plug up with pocket (F) in sheath. Press plug into pocket. Cord lies in channel of sheath. 


- Align spring latch with cord. Slide wand assembly (G) into sheath (H) until it locks into place. 


None of the above steps will be repeated in daily 
use as the sheath/wand assembly remains together. 


7. Insert the sheath/wand assembly fully into the Power Nozzle elbow opening until firmly seated.

8. Insert Power Hose into cleaner.as shown, making sure the word ‘‘top”’ is facing up. 


9. Push down slightly on wand lock spring button (K) and insert metal hose handle (L) until it 
firmly seats. 


10. Plug the sheath cord into the power hose receptacle. 


11. Plug the Power Nozzle cord into the sheath cord receptacle. 
























































Using the Power Nozzle 


You are now ready to deep-clean your rugs 
and carpets with unbelievable ease by at- 
taching the Power Nozzle to your 50th 
Jubilee Model Deluxe Vacuum Cleaner. The 
Power Nozzle’s high-speed rotary brush 
will remove the most obstinate lint and hair 
from rug surfaces, even when they are elec- 
trostatically charged. And the long bristles 
of the Power Nozzle swiftly get the deep

down sandy, gritty dirt with sharp-edges that 
cut carpet fibers and cause bald- spots, 
especially in heavy traffic areas. At the sarne__ 
time it fluffs up the nap, makes colors more 
radiant, your carpets look younger. The 
Power Nozzle is about three inches high, 
and the handle will lay perfectly flat so you 
can power sweep under most furniture.

Care and maintenance 


With reasonably good care, your Electrolux® 50th Jubilee Deluxe Vacuum Cleaner and 
Power Nozzle will give you long and satisfactory service. We build them to do that. 
Avoid dropping it. Do not pick up water with it nor store in addamp place. Keep the 
motor clean by using Electrolux® Filter Bags exclusively. Have your representative give 
it periodic check-ups. The returns are more than worth the effort. 

Suction control If your Power Nozzle or Rug Tool does not glide easily over carpets, 
open the suction control adjuster on the hose handle until it does. 

Cleaning clogged hose If an object clogs the hose, reverse the suction by putting the 
hose handle into the suction end of the power unit and connecting the other end 

of the hose to the blower hose receptacle. Turn the cleaner on to blow the object into 
the dust bag. DO NOT run cleaner with a clogged hose. It may cause overheating 

and damage. If you cannot clear the obstruction, call your Electrolux representative. 
To clean Power Nozzle Simply remove two screws from bottom plate, lift off metal 
Power Nozzle cover and plastic cover over brush, vacuum and replace. (See Page 9) 
Cleaning your tools Lint comes right off brushes when you vacuum them with the 

end of the hose handle. Wipe tools occasionally with a damp cloth or sponge 

and mild detergent. 

Storage Always stand the Cleaner on its storage end with wands beside it. Avoid 
bending hose sharply by hanging it over two clothes hooks spaced about a foot apart 
on the closet wall. Power Nozzle will stand with handle upright or may be hung on hook. 








Tips on Tough Jobs 


Minimize book dusting time with the dusting brush. 
Use dusting brush to clean tops of window frames and doors. 
Use the small tool to clean curtains and drapes. Saves on cleaning bills. 


Mattresses stay fresher if cleaned periodically with the Power Nozzle. 

Use upholstery attachment on screens; let in more air! 

On stairs, use rug/floor tool or dusting brush/upholstery tool. Always keep the 
cleaner in front of you. 

In cars, crevice tool provides concentrated suction for removing dirt and gravel in 
hard-to-reach places. 

Use optional white bristle brush to clean walls. 

Use your cleaning tools for a variety of cleaning jobs: kitchen cabinets, lamp shades, 
fur coats, cuffs, pets, ash trays, fireplace, pockets, hats, everything!
